An accurate description of toe SHakiNG Qua- 
kers. Addrefed toa Friend, by a Lady whe 
wifited them in duguft lof. * 

HE day previous to our leaving Lebanon 
Springs, we vilited the Shaking Quakers, 

and found them all collecting for pubic worhhip, 
in a large neat houfs, containing one room, with 

two fire-places. This building is encloied with a 

white fence, to which are hung two well-con- 





ftragted gates, one for the men to pafs through, 
the other for the women, which is condugted by a 
paved walk through a large green yard to the 
charch doors. “ 

When they came to the houle, they made a fhort 
paufe, and then entered in the greateft order, two 
andtwo. After they were all arranged, four meq 
and four women feparated themielves from the 
people, and began to hum a hedious wild tune ; 
the men all threw off their coats, and the women 
their thoes, that the duit of the world might not 
defile the floor, which they call holy. 


The thirt fleeves of the men were tied up in 
uniform with green binding, and the womens arms 
with red. They bowed their heads low, fcraped 
the floor with one foot, and then began to dance, 
which continued half an hour without intermiffion, 
The found and view was fo melancholy to me, 
that I was obliged to bide my face with my fan, 
for my fight was dimmed with tears, They locked 
fo pale and exhauflec, that | expedted every mo- 
ment to fee them fall with faintnels to the ground. 
As our emotions are ia general fimilar to their 
caules, I will leave you to jadge of my feelings 
and reneions opon iuch an voccation.

‘They came out of the church as they entered, and 
retired to a large dweiling-hovfe, where they di- 
ned Mhe women in one apartment, the men inthe 
off? ; for they do not {peak nor look at each o- 
ther, ‘The men are feperated from their wives, 
fo they neithertalk, walk, nor fleep together.—
